GarncrviUc, N V., June 1.— Marion 
Clark, the 111 months old infant kid- 
napped from her parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Clark, of New 1'ork, on May 21, lias 
been found at a farm house near Slonts- 
hurg, a village about eight miles from 
here. She was at tbu house ot Charles 
Youmaus and in the custody of Mrs. 
Jennie Wilson, who took the baby to 
that place during the early part of last 
week. .Mrs. Wilson was accompanied 
by her husband, and stated to Mrs. You- 
uiuus that she wanted board for the little 
girl for the summer, Mrs. Wilson said 
she hud made arrangements with her 
husband to send all correspondence to 
Iter by way of the St. John's post olilce, 
which is a few miles from Sloatsburg. 
Mrs. Wilson called at the St. John's post 
oiliee u number of times during the past 
few days. Yesterday morning Mrs. 
Wilson went to the post ollice and took 
Marion with her, as she had done on 
several occasions before. Mrs. Oarry, 
the postmistress, delivered to her only 
one letter. 

The Clark baby attracted the country 
people by her appearance, her large blue 
eyes and pink complexion being particu 
larly beautiful. The curiosity which the 
child aroused made her captors grow un- 
easy, and they kept her closely confined 
at the Youuuuis home. As sunn as the 
notices of the abduction readied the 
neighborhood, the people began to sus- 
pect that the child was Marion Clark. 
They were positive of it, because the 
child wore the same clothes as at the 
time when she was stolen. 

As sooa as Deputy Sheriff: William 1J. 
Charleston learned of the abduction, he 
taking his clue from pictures of the 
child and the descriptions given him by 
people who saw her, went to the You- 
ntans farm house and found Mrs. Wilson, 
from whom he demanded the child. Mrs. 
Wilson at once became indignant, and 
claimed she knew nothing' whatever of 
tin- child. Previous to going to the 
liouse, the deputy sheriff had procured u 
warrant for the arrest of Mrs. Wilson 
for abduction, He produced the war- 
rant, arrested the woman and again de- 
manded information as to the where- 
abouts of the child. At tins Mrs. "Wil- 
son weakened and made a confession. 
The baby was then produced and the 
sheriff took both to West llaverstraw. 
Mrs. Wilson refuses to make a full 

fession. She is the daughter of .Mrs. 

.1. J. McN'idJy. of Goschen, N. Y., to 
whom she- wrote a letter explaining her 
plight. Marion Clark, the infant, is in 
good health and seems to be contented. 
She has no hut, and her shoes show 
much rough handling. Her clothing is 
also much soiled.

She was conceived by the minds 
of tried brainworkers, one of whom, like 
a soldier in the battlefield, has just lost 
his life on this spot. Forged into shape 
by the hammers of hundreds of indus- 
trious Germans, this Colossus, before be- 
ing wedded to the deep, shall be given a 
name to recall the great ruler whose 
name the Prussian battleship bore with 
honor for thirty years, the name of King 
William. May {lie name remind of him 
as the great organizer of the army and 
forger of the mighty weapon. May 
peaceful citizens and traders see in that 
name an exhortation that the German 
empire protects them everywhere. May 
tlie laborer and mechanic, looking at this 
shH be reminded of the first German 
Emperor's Fatherly solicitude, to which 
he once gave expression in a most strik- 
ing message. As the ironclad symboliz- 
ed the King, so shall this ship symbol- 
ize the Knipernr, to whom alone we owe 
the empire, and who, in all humility, as 
the instrument of God, knew how to 
bring together'tlie German princes and 
peoples. By the hand of the revered 
daughter of Emperor William, I christen 
thee Kaiser Wilhelm Per Grosse."

Blocmfontcin, .Tune 1.— Among the 
most important points that President 
Krugor of the Transvaal Republic and 
Sir Alfred Milner, Governor of Cape 
Colony and British high commissioner 
for South Africa, will have to discuss at 
their conference here in regard to the 
demands of the TJitlanders, will be the 
question of the dynamite monopoly, un- 
der which the Uithuiders are grOiinin 
and which the Iiritish secretary of state 
for the colonics has used his utmost en 
deavorH tu remedy. 

A bluebook on the subject, issued to 
eight shows that matters In this connec 
tiou havti practically reached a dead 
lock. The bluebook opens with a letter 
from Mr. Clminberluin dated January 
IS, reviewing the whole question and 
protesting that the monopoly was in- 
consistent with the London convention. 
To this the Transvaal government replied 
under dale of March 9, controverting th 
arguments of Mr. Chamberlain and 
stating that Her Majesty's government 
was not entitled to a protest. 

.Mr. Cluunberlnin on t April 21, how- 
ever, renewed the British protest, add 
Ing that Her Majesty's government re- 
served Its lights. In answer to this 
the Transvaal government replied on 
May '.12 with two curt sentences to the 
effect that, it abided by the views ex- 
pressed in its communication of March 9.

A Charter Refused. 
Mackenzie & Mann, owners of the 
Hudson Hay Railway charter, clashed 
with the 0. P. R. in the railway commit- 
tee this morning. The C. P. It. sought, 
power to build several branches in Mani- 
toba, one of which would parallel the 
Hudson Bay road. Messrs. Shaughnes- 
sy and Clark spoke for the Canadian Pa- 
cific, but the committee struck out the 
provision authorizing them to build the 
parallel line. 

Col. Domville's Innings. 
In the house to-day Colonel Domville 
introduced a bill to amend tlie militia 
act. Ho said the object was to set at rest 
doubts as to the relative positions of the 
minister of militia and the general officer 
(M)inmunding, by making the latter sub- 
ject to the minister's authority, and also 
to provide that a Canadian may be in 
command of the militia. According to 
the present law, the commander of Can- 
adian militia must be an Imperial officer 
of not less rank than colonel.

A Pioneer Priest of British Columbia, 
With a Noble Record.

Vancouver, June 1.— Right licv. Paul 
Darien, O. M. L, Koman Catholic Bish- 
op of New Westminster, passed away at 
2:20 o'clock this morning at the hospital 
•f St. Louis College. Mis Lordship had 
been ill several weeks, and yesterday af- 
ternoon it was thought that he would not 
live through the night. The dying pre- 
late was surrounded by many old friends 
and fellow workers in the great cause 
for which he has so earnestly strivod in 
this province. Bishop Dontonwill was 
among those present. The funeral will 
be held at the Mission on Saturday. 

Paul Durien was born at St. Pal-do- 
Motis, Diocese I)u l'ny, France, Decem- 
ber 3, 1830. He was educated at the 
Mnnistroi Seminary, studied theology at 
Marseilles, and was ordained to the 
priesthood in 1854; Coming to Canada 
in tlie same year as a member of the 
Congregation of Oblates, he labored for 
many years as a missionary in British 
Oolumbia, and his name is honored all 
over the province for the noble work he 
did in those pioneer days. In September, 
1890, he was appointed first Bishop of 
.Westminster, having jurisdiction of the 
vrliole of British Columbia, with the ex- 
ception of Vancouver Island. Si. Peter's 
Cathedral, St. Louis College, an acad- 
emy for girls. St. Mary's hospital, and 
mauy other institutions aud churches in 
his diocese owe their existence very 
rtXffely to IBs Lordship's efforts.

PRAISE FROM HIGH PLACES. 

American Scientists and Museum Ex- 
perts Commend the Arrangements 
of the Provincial Museum. 

When Mr. John Fannin, curator of 
British Columbia's excellent museum, ar- 
rived at the scene of his daily toil yes- 
terday, some tune before !) o'clock in the 
morning, he found a distinguished little 
group of strangers anxiously awaiting 
the opening of the doors. They were 
men whose names are known and rever- 
ed in all highly civilized countries, for 
the party included — with others equally 
renowned — Professor John Muir, the dis- 
coverer and namer of the Muir glacier, 
and probably the greatest authority on 
glaciers America has yet produced; Dr. 
George Bird Grinnell, editor of Forest 
and Stream; Dr. Ridgwuy, of the Smith- 
sonian Institute department of birds; 
and Professor Elliot, the American stu- 
dent of seal life. The visitors were on 
their way to Alaska, but could not resist 
the temptation to inspect British Colum- 
bia's museum, the fame of which has 
crossed the continent. They were not, 
however, prepared for what they saw. 

"As feature after feature- presented itself 
to their critical eyes, admiration grew 
into amazement, until at their departure 
the great experts of the Eastern muse- 
ums were ready to concede that in no re- 
spect could they claim superiority to 
British Columbia in its museum system. 
Even the specialist of thegreat Smith- 
sonian Institute is ready to declare — and, 
does so — that in preparation of speci- 
mens, as well as their display for public 
inspection, the Provincial museum here

A HEATHEN IN OFFICE. 

Attorney-General Martin lias jrone on 
record as expressing himself favorable to 
leasing Deadman'a Island for sawmill 
purposes. The Attorney-General is 
presumed to know the law. If so, h 
prepared to violate his oath o£ office, if 
he is willing to execute such a lease. The 
Jaw states in the most distiuct language 
that leases cannot be granted for saw 
mill purposes except to the person who 
will give the highest bonus at a public 
competition. Mr. Attorney-General Mar 
tin proposes to override this provision 
and to grant his client a lease without 
competition. 

This is not the first instance in which 
Mr. Martin has overridden the law as it 
stands on the statute book. He did it 
in the most glaring way in the case of 
the coroners. He has done it in other 
ways that might easily be mentioned. 

it may bo said of Attorney-General 
Martin, as St. Paul said of the heathen, 
that he is a law unto himself. And it is 
a very bad law, in more ways than one. 
It is time he was got rid of. He regards 
neither the statutes of the province nor 
Ins oath of office. His presence in the 
government is an inexcusable scandal. 
His colleagues must be held responsible 
for keeping him there. 

UE-DISTRIBUTION. 

The Vancouver World, replying to the 
Toronto paper of the same name, at- 
tempts to justify the re-distribution bill 
now before parliament by the precedents 
of 1872 and 1SS2. The redistributions 
of those years undoubtedly furnish pre- 
cedents for extensive changes in the 
boundaries of electoral districts, but 
they do not touch the constitutional ob- 
jection raised by the Toronto pa- 
per, because they were made in the 
year following, a decennial ' cen- 
sus, when, by the provisions; of 
the B. N. A. act, the representa- 
tion of the provinces shall be readjusted. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier, in defending the 
proposed legislation, against the criticism 
of Sir Charles Tapper, confined himself 
to precedents established in 18811 or 1885, 
when the boundaries of the two districts 
were altered. His argument was that 
if parliament has the right to alter one 
district, it has the right tn alter as ninny 
as it sees fit, and the correctness of the 
position cannot be successfully assailed 
from a strict legal standpoint. The pow- 
er of parliament to deal with the divis- 
ion of the several provinces into electoral 
districts is derived from Section 4.0 of the 
B. N. A. act, which roaus ns follows: 

Until the Parliament of Canada other- 
wise provides, Ontario, Quebec, Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick shall for the 
purposes of the election of members to 
serve in the House of Commons be di- 
vided into electoral districts, as follows: 
Tiie words "until the Parliament of 
Canada otherwise provides" an- about as 
general as I hey could he. and read in 
connection with Section 51 seem to de- 
termine that the division of the prov- 
iiees into districts may be altered at 
any time, but the representation can only 
be readjusted after a census. This ap- 
pears to have been the view of the case 
taken by Sir John Macdonnld. and we 
do not understand Sir Charles Tupper's 
criticism as anything more than the nat- 
ural question which any member might 
ask as to the constitutionality of any pro- 
jxiscd legislation. 

The objection to the present, bill is not 
based upon any constitutional ground, 
for it would bo quite as objectionable if 
introduced after u census as it is now. 
The avowed object of the bill is to get 
the Ontario constituencies in a. shape 
that will make it owijer for the Liberals 
</>. <-'arry that province.' .Sir Wilfrid has 
not said this in ipsissima verba, but that 



is what his reasons mean when reduced 
to the last analysis. It is a dangerous 
and unjustifiable thing for a ministry to 
try to use its majority in one parliament 
to so carve up the constituencies as to 
secure a majority in the next oho. There 
is certain to be more or less of a change 
in every province after each census, and. 
if the party in power shapes the changes 
so as to make them as favorable as pos- 
sible to themselves, without doing wrong 
to the public, we suppose no one WOUI 1 
complain very much. Those who might 
feel themselves aggrieved by the chang- 
es would naturally resent them, and en- 
deavor to put their opponents in as h.vl 
a light as possible because of them. We 
do not suppose that, any ministry will 
ever succeed in readjusting and redis- 
tributing representation after a decennial 
census so as to silence all criticism from 
their opponents. But this is a part of 
the routine of government contemplate.) 
by the constitution. The present redis- 
tribution act is a departure from that 
routine, made in full view of the fact 
thai in three years there must be another 
redistribution, and for the sole purpose 
of arranging the constituencies favor- 
ably to the party in power, before the 
next appeal to the people. It is a redis- 
tribution not because of constitutional 
requirements, but because of party ex- 
igencies. This is the great objection to 
it, and it is one that cannot be argued 
away, it may not touch the constitution 
of the Dominion, but it goes deeper tli.in 
that.

IS WAR IMPOSSIBLE V 



Mens. l)e Bloch is a resilient of War- 
saw and a hanker and capitalist of 
I'epute. He has demoted much time to 
the study of problems hearing upon war, 
and has reached the conclusion that n 
great war has become impossible. lie 
says that he does not take account of 
struggles between civilization and bar- 
barism, for these must continue. Ho 
does not seem to be inclined to regard 

th nflict between Spain and the 

United Slates as worthy to be classed 
as a war, although even the small oper 
tions then conducted serve to strengthen 
his theory. What be has in mind is the 
long-dreaded catastrophe, when two 
great nations, armed to the teeth, will 
throw themselves upon each other. 
Such a war will, he says, never occur, 
for the progress in the making of 
weapons of offence has been such that 
no government dare precipitate hostilities 
with another at all its match. He says 
that the improvements made in the 
mechanism of war, the dimensions of 
modern armaments and the organization 
of society combine to render war impos- 
sible. In the course of an interview, M. 
Bloch first dealt with the bayonet. This, 
he says, is tin obsolete weapon, as uoetl- 
less to a modern army as sails are to a 
battleship in action. A bayonet is of 
little use unless men can get within a 
yard or so of each other; but future 
combatants will find it impossible to get 
within even a. hundred yards of each 
other. The experience of Omdurmnil 
shows this. " The outward and visibl 
sign of the end of war was the invention 
of the magazine rifle," says Ibis prophet 
of peace, and he quotes Lord Wolseley, 
who describes this arm as " a deadly 
hose spouting death upon an advancing 
enemy." It is not only the ability to 
tire six shots without reloading that 
makes the magazine rifle so terrible a 
weapon. Its range is greater. It can 
kill at from two to three miles. A tree 
offers no obstacle to it at shorter range, 
for a shot will pass through the tree and 
kill the man behind it. Nut only so, but 
if the shot strikes the man in the front 
of a column it will pass through him 
and through the next num. and so on. 
its powers of killing and wounding being 
unknown. Not long ago sonic soldiers 
Gred ten shots into a mob of miners. 
Seven men were killed outright, ant! 
twenty-seven were known to have beer 
wounded, of whom six afterwards died 
As a number of wounded were known 
to have got away, it is safe to assume 
that each of these shots struck, on on 
average, at least four men. Moreover 
th,' trajectory of the modern rifle shot is 
such that tin- rifle may be aimed point 
blank at the enemy within any reason- 
able lighting range and there is no dan- 
ger of the shot passing over his head or 
of falling to the ground before reaching 
him. Tin- bullets from old-fashioned 
rifles went up in the air in a curve — 'that 
is when Bred at any except close range— 
and unless the man aimed at was some- 
where within a comparatively small area 
he was perfectly safe. Now from the 
muzzle of the rifle to the man aimed at 
there is a stream of death, never rising 
too high or falling too low to wound, if 
not kill. 'Flic use of smokeless powder 
increases the terror of the modern rifle, 
for not only (bar, it not betray the when 
II bouts of the enemy, but. it. is almost 
noiseless. The report of the best mod 
era rifles cannot be heard more thill] 
!)00 yards, and volley firing cannot he 
heard at a greater distance than a mile 
Men will therefore be struck down by an 
invisible foe, whose whereabouts cannot 
even be detected by the smoke of hi 
weapon. Such arms in connection with 
machine artillery belching forth a rain 
of lire or discharging shells filled with 
peroxiline, which burst info 1,200 frag- 
ments, render the near approach of hos- 
tile forces an impossibility. M. Block 
makes the astounding statement that if 
a force of 10, (MM) men had to pass a mile 
and a half of ground covered only by a 
single modern battery, they would lie 
exposed to 1.450 rounds before tlicy had 
crossed the zone of fire, and that, the 
exploding shells would scatter 275,000 
bullets in fragments along the line of 
march. As this means that the 10,000 
men would each he exposed to ZV/j bul- 
lets, fired with all the accuracy possible 



seems warranted that not many of 
them would emerge from the zone of 
lire. M. Bloch thinks that communders 
will not send men out to fight each other 
under such conditions, 

Fighting under the new conditions 
would mean the death of all the officers. 
The rank and lile might seek shelter in 
trenches hastily improvised with the 
spade, which every soldier hereafter 
must cany, but the officers must move 
from point to point, so us to direct their 
men. They uro thus easy marks for 
sharpshooters, and accuracy of firing 
lias reached such a stuge, and everything 
is so readily seen on a battlefield when 
smokeless powder is used, that the offi- 
cers would be picked off early in the 
lighting. 31. Bloch says the Officers of 
the German army admit this, and that 
the saying is common among them that 
if ever they take their places at the head 
of their men in battle, it will be never to 
return. The killing of the oflicers would 
reduce the armies to mobs, and war can- 
not lie carried on by mobs. 

It would be interesting if space per- 
mitted to follow M. Bloch in his argu- 
ment to show the Impossibility of main- 
taining modern armies in the field during 
a campaign, or the effect of war upon 
the social organization at. home. The 
problem raised by what he calls "tin' 
mechanism of war" will furnish a large 
enough topic for thought for the present.

A Charge of Threatening Bodily 
Harm Explained to the 
Magistrate. 



Police Protection Asked for 
To-morrow's Meeting to 
Choose Site. 



The second chapter in the unfortunate 
record of difficulties in connection with 
the establishment of the Elk Lake public 
school was unfolded in the provincial 
police court yesterday. William Mc- 
Hugh, the district constable and one of 
the defeated candidates for trustee, this 
time invoked the protection of the law 
from the threatened wrath of Henry 
it. Young, the postmaster — a successful 
candidate at the memorable election of 
the 2Uth May. The case, which was 
conducted, as its forerunner had been, 
by Mr. George A. Stewart Potts for 
the prosecution and Mr. J. S. Yutes for 
the defence, developed an entirely 
anticipated and somewhat sensational 
climax with the calling of the defendant 
to the Bland, and after a six hours' heal- 
ing wus withdrawn, in order that it 
might not be dismissed upon au 
argued legal technicality. . 

This does not, unhappily, end the 
trouble although Mr. Vates pleaded elo- 
quently yesterday for concessions 
white-winged peace, with a general hand- 
shaking and burial of the hatchet. 

On the contrary, the settlement quar- 
rel appears to be developing much mor 
serious proportions, for information ha 
been laid with the education ollice that 
there is reason to apprehend a riot at 
the school meeting called for to-morrow 
afternoon to select a site, and the pro 
vinciol police have been ordered to have 
ollicers on the scene to preserve 
peace. 

It is on the suggestion of District Con- 
stable William Alcllugh that this step 
has been taken, and his reasons devel 
oped in detail in the course of the case 
tried yesterday. The defendant, lienry 
li. 1'ouug, was alleged to have said to 
Mellugh that he '* would break every 
bone in his body if he eaiue round the 
school house " while Young was a trus- 
tee; and in consequence of this and 
other threats, the constable declared 
himself in fear of bodily harm, and 
asked that the postmaster be bound in 
substantial sureties to keep the peace. 

Mr. Yates' cross-examination of this 
complainant was directed chielly toward 
minimizing the fear of injury that he had 
confessed. in this the counsel was not 
very successful, however, as Mr. Me 
Hugh steadfastly insisted that he he 
lieved Mr. Young intended to carry out 
his threut at the school meeting Satur- 
day, and " break every bone iu his 
body." Indeed, if Young were not 
formally bound over to keep the peace, 
'he asserted that he would not regard it 
as safe to attend the meeting in ques 
tion. As for himself, he denied that he 
was of a quarrelsome disposition 
looking for trouble with his neighbors 

•'Do you eujoy good health':" asked 
Mr. Yates. 

" Well, sometimes I do," answered the 
witnet*. 

•' Ami sometimes he even enjoys had 
health," Mr. Potts suggested. 

" What he means," volunteered Mr. 
Yates, " is that sometimes he refuses to 
enjoy eveu good health." 

Proceeding with his cross-examination, 
Mr. Yates endeavored to draw from the 
prosecutor admissions that he was Ire 
quently in hot water with his neighbors, 
lie had, he admitted, had some trouble 
with a man named Chapman, in regard 
to shooting on his premises, and he hud 
also come to law with a former tenant 
named Herd.

Being lLsked to define what be meant 
by " having trouble with his neighbors,"

He found a 
technicality in the threat repeated by 
Young even in the box— that it was al- 
ways conditional and therefore complete 
—for which reason he felt, on the author- 
ity of Craukshaw, that he could not con 
vict. 

Bather than that a dismissal should 
result, Mr. McHugh withdrew' the infor- 
mation.

TAKEN WITH COAST CITIES. 

Dr. Roddick Tells Montreal of the 
* Wonders of the West. 

From the Montreal Gazette. 

Dr. Thos. Roddick, M. P., for St. An- 
tolne, wlio accompanied Sir Wm. Y.m 
Uorne during his recent visit to' the 
coast, was interviewed yesterday at his 
residence, and the doctor's recital of 
his impressions was of more than ordi- 
nary interest. 

lie said that nothing made a deeper 
impression on his mind tliun the surpris- 
ingly rnpid growth of the Western Can- 
adian towns, instancing such nourishing 
communities as Winnipeg and Vancou- 
ver. Dr. Roddick said he had not visit- 
ed either of these places for ten years 
and he was more than surprised at tie! 
great strides these cities had taken in 
thai. time. Vancouver, continued the doc- 
tor, possesses the true elements of a 
great city, and in its present state abund- 
antly justified Sir Wm, Van Home's 
foresight and wisdom when in a. little 
boat off thi! laud years go, he pointed to 
the wile where the city of Vancouver now 
stands, ond said, "There is the place for 
the western terminus of the Canudivn 
I'llCilic Railway." 

Dr. Roddick declares, in fact, that by 
right, the city should be called Villi 
Home instead of Vancouver, because it 
is to all intents and purposes the presi- 
dent's own creation. 

Calgary, lie added, was also destined 
to be a large city, but "Winnipeg, he 
thought would be the Chicago of the 
Canadian Northwest. Winnipeg's tine 
location as a distributing point, and the 
air of solidity which abounds on every 
side, all unite in making the Manitoba 
capital a city of national importance!. 

The member for St. Antoine says that 
the merchants of Vancouver look hope- 
fully for an increased Yukon trade, yet 
as a matter of fact, they are giving 
more attention to extending their busi- 
ness to districts within their own bord- 
ers. The doctor heard a great deal about 
the Atlin discoveries and as the British 
Columbia merchants will be better able 
to control transportation to this district, 
they believe that the trade possibilities 
are very considerable. 

While Dr. Roddick was speaking of 
the Coast cities the interviewer asked if 
lie had taken any interest in the Dead- 
man's Island dispute, and lie proinpcly 
replied in the affirmative. He had, iii 
fact, obtained a good deal of interesting 
information on the subject, all of which 
was antagonistic to the action which had 
been taken by Ludgate and his friends. 
He said it appeared to he an outrage to 
disfigure and destroy that part of a beau- 
tiful park which had been prized . o 
highly by people who desired to build up 
a fine west end. The very fact that other 
sites for a saw mill could be found quite 
near at hand caused the impression that 
there were other reasons back of this 
which had prompted Ludgate's move- 
ments. The doctor states that the day he 
was tin re- an armistice prevailed, but 
on the day following the trees were at- 
tacked, each of which were worth sev- 
eral hundred dollars. The feeling, how- 
ever, appeared to he unanimous in favor 
of retaining the island as a part of the 
park, the latter being separated bv a 
small bridge. 

Amongst the fine buildings in Van-nu- 
ver, Dr. Roddick said, the new Canadian 
Pacific Railway station now very near- 
ly completed, was a splendid structure, 
and presented a most imposing appear- 
ance, as one approaches the city either by 
sea or by land. He then spoke of the 
great activity on the wharves of Vancou- 
ver, and told of the splendid increase in 
the Asiatic, trade, the three Empresses 
offering most successful competition to 
the southern lines in the carrying of silks 
and teas as well as in the passenger 
traffic. 

"And what of Victoria?" 
'The capital ..r the province of British 
Uolunibm is also growing, and business 
appears to be very good. The parli i- 
ment buildings, I think, are the handsom- 
est „r Hi, .„.

SEASICKNESS. 

A New Theory as to Its Cause and Cure 
Set Out. 

Nobody who was suffering from sen- 
sickness would have enough respect for 
his malady to call it "nnupathia," but 
there are people ashore who do, and one 
of them, Dr. Edwin K. Losee, lias con- 
tributed to the Medical Record, in which 
the cause and cure of "naupathia" are 
set forth in a way not Quite convincing, 
perhaps, but certainly of much interest. 
Dr. Losee rejects all theories of seasick- 
ness that treat it as a result of purely 
physical disturbances, whether of the 
viscera, the muscles or the blood in its 
circulation, and insists that the whole 
trouble arises from the difficulty which 
the conscious part, or phrase of the Ego 
has in adjusting itself to unfamiliar con- 
ditions. Underlying consciousness, ho 
says, there are mental activities which 
are ever active from birth to death. The 
faculty which directs and controls the 
acts performed unconsciously or "from 
habit." as the saying is. can deal readily 
and effectively only with problems with 
which it has long been accustomed, and 
it is confused and for a time helpless in 
the presence of new ones. 

"Trained, to interpret and effect the 
necessary adjustments of our body," de- 
clares the doctor, "this faculty is tak- 
en by surprise when brought into dif- 
ferent relations from those of lifelong 
habit, and this shock or succession of 
shocks to thq mind, as in the case of the 
rolling nnd pitching of the vessel, 
acts in some unknown way upon the ner-i 
volts system, and wo have the phenome- 
na of sea-sickness. It is analogous to the 
effect of sudden fright or even death, 
may be the result. Seasickness, there-, 
fore, is the result of the shock to the , 
brain caused by the failure of the govern- 
ing faculties to become affiliated, or to 
anticipate those unusual movements 
caused by the rocking and pitching of the 
vessel. The symptoms are the expression 
of this peculiar kind of shock." Dr. I 
Losee presents many reasons for accept-, 
ing this theory, and in it he finds an ex- 
planation why people become "good sab- 
ers" in a longer or shorter time, and also 
while the whole pharmacopoeia has been 
exhausted in the search for a remedy. 
This search, alas! is likely, he says, to 
bc as vain in the future us in the past, 
and he can only suggest the use of bro- 
mides as a mitigntlon of "naupnthiaV 
horrors. — N. Y. Times.

The Hague, dune L— The lirst 
commission, by a vote of 12 to 
.'1, has adopted the resolution prohibit- 
ed the use of duiii dum or flattened bul- 
lets. Italy, Austria and Great Britain 
formed the minority. It was also re- 
solved to prohibit the use of explosives 
from balloons and explosive bullets. An 
agreement was found impossible on all 
the important proposals, and the convic- 
tion is growing more titan ever that the 
work of the lirst commission is doomed 
to failure. 

The second section, or the lied Cross 
committee, is also encountering dilficul- 
ties, a sthe American and British mem- 
bers are opposing the proposed regula- 
tions as being too stringent. 

Tin.' Hague, June 1.— The United 
States mediation scheme was unani- 
mously adopted at to-day's sitting of the 
sub-committee, which embodied, as ar- 
ticle seven, the scheme prepared by the 
sub-committee, with a few alterations. 

The project was accompanied by a 
memorandum, entitled, "Memorandum 
from the Commissioners of the United 
States submitted with their project for 
a permanent international tribunal." The 
text of the memorandum is us follows: 
"The proposal herewith submitted 
takes its form as a resolution looking to 
action outside o rtiinstriictions from the 
conference. The proposals show the 
earnest desire of the President of the 
United States for a permanent interna- 
tional tribunal for the conduct of arbi- 
tration between nations and the willing- 
ness of the President to aid in the estab- 
lishment of such a tribunal upon the 
general lines Indicated. The Commis- 
sioners from the United States arc ready 
without insisting upon the form ol" their 
own resolutions, to try to develop the 
proposals hereafter submitted to the con- 
ference, so that they shall embody what 
is essential in this plan. It seems to the 
United States Commissioners that it 
ought not. to he difllcuit to associate with 
I he several proposals, as they may even- 
tually be developed for mediation in va- 
rious forms of international inquiry and 
arbitration by special arrangement, a 
plan for a permanent tribunal of arbi- 
t ration which will embody what is es- 
sential in the American resolution." 

Louden. June 1.— Special despatches 
from The Hague to London morning pa- 
pers agree that the United States scheme 
meets with much favor, as being eminent- 
ly practicable, Sir Julian Pauncefoto, 
bead of the British delegation, has modi- 
fied the British proposal, and now sug- 
gests that the administrative council 
should not bo international, but should 
he appointed by the government of the 
country where the permanent court, as- 
sembles- According to the correspondent 
of the Daily News, the arbitration com- 
mittee has unanimously recommended 
the United Slates sebmic to the Confer- 
ence. 

A long debate occurred to-day (Wed- 
nesday) between I'.ritish and United 
Slates delegates, in order to arrive at 
it compromise upon tiie Anglo-American 
scheme as against that of Russia. As 
a result. Sir Julian Paunccfote's plan 
will be laid on the tabic to-morrow 
(Thursday). Professors of international 
law at the Conference, regard I he United 
Slates scheme as practical.
